The last of the questions W M : 
“ A re you willing to die for Jesus' 
sake?" 
Th* reply was: 
" I am willing to die— ** 
As the word “ die" tam e from the 
lips of the man in the chair the gold 
headed cane of W arden Bridges was 
tilted slightly upward and the current 
was turned on. 


Sing* Hym ns in Last Hours. 


W hen the officials and Witnesses of 
the execution entered the death cham­ 
ber after walking through the prison 
yard 
in a 
pelting 
rain 
they 
heard 
sounding through the walls tin* strains 
of song. 
It was Riche son and his spir­ 
itual advisers. Mr. Johnson and Chap­ 
lain Stebbins, singing. 
Distinctly aud­ 
ible as they closed Were the words: 
"F o r I know what e'er befall me, 
Jesus doeth all things w ell.” 
Among many letters addressed to 
Rlcheeon which were opened by W a r­ 
den Bridges w as one which was found 
to contain cyanide of potassium, 
it 
was mailed from Station N, New York 
city, on May IO, at 3 p. rn. 
It con 
tallied no clue to the sender, the pow­ 
der being Inclosed in a small sub-en­ 
veloped marked "headache powders.” 
Analysis of it 
showed that it 
wa3 
poison of the same nature which was 
used in killing A\is Linnell.

as to the doctrine of res adjudicata 
the m inority declared there was no

It was inconceivable that the major 
ity members of the investigating com­ 
mittee would have sanctioned the ex- 
pens** involved in this reinvestigation 
if they believed that neither the com­ 
mittee nor the senate could consider 
tho result of their labor and th** prod­ 
uct of the investigation at such an 
enormous cost "no m atter what new 
an*! important evidence might have 
been developed thereby." 
The m inority announced as impor­ 
tant fact that it was developed that 
no third degree or Improper methods 
were us< d by the Cook county grand 
jury in examining members of the leg­ 
islature and that no witnesses were 
terrorized into giving testimony that 
was false. 


Sufficient Votes Corrupted. 


"In view 
of these facts, sufficient 
votes having been corrupted,” says 
the minority, "it is not necessary for 
us to show either Senator Lorim er’s 
j connection w ith or guilty knowledge 
of the corruption, nor is it necessary 
for us to trace the source of the cor­ 
ruption fund.
